Danger— Housewife at Work 

Death lurks in the kitchen and bathroom for 
those unwary housewives who carelessly mix 
cleaning agents with chlorine bleaches. 

. Two housewives were recently overcome 
with gasps that originated when they added 
chlorine bleach to a toilet-bowl cleaner. One died, 
One ha<l a lone; stay in the hospital. 

A poisonous chlorine gas, is liberated when 
chlorine bleach is added to an acid-producing 
substance, such as a toilet-bowl cleaner, or just 
plain vinegar. Mixing the bleach with some other 
.products, such as ammonia or lye, a highly irrita- 
ting gas is released which can cause serious in- 
jury or death. 

House wives are sometimes inclined to think 
that ( a better cleansing action will result if a little 
bleach is added to other cleaning agents. Actually, 
it ui'U'ii produces poor results. 

Asi'ew housewives have the chemical know- 
ledge to know which ingredients are safe and- ef- 
fective when mixed, the only safe rule is to read 
instructions, follow them and don't mix cleansers. 
Abinv scouring powders also contain chlorine, and 
should not be mixed with other cleaners. 

Don't mix bleaches with toilet bowl cleaners, 
ammonia, lye, rust remover, vinegar or oven 
cleaners. In short, don't mix bleaches with tiny 
olher cleaning compounds. . 
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■ The Republican Parly at

Fire Potential High 
In III. Woodlands 

The fire potential In Illi- 
nois woodlands is almost at 
the explosive stage, William 
T. Lodge, director of. the 
Illinois Department of Con- 
servation, said i last week. 

"October .of 1064 has been 
one of the driest in history," 
Lodge said. "In some parts 
of the state no precipitation 
has been recorded during the 
month. The forest fire sit- 
uation is serious throughout 
Illinois and it is .extremely 
dangerous in Southern Illi- 
nois. I urge everyone to be 
careful when burning brush 
or- crop -residue. Do not 
leave fires unattended." 

Lodge said that anyone 
who wants to start an open 
fire" in Pope, Hardin, Alexan- 
der, -Hulaskt, 'Jackson and 
Union counties must obtain a 
burning permit from a fire 
warden first. Hunters arc 
not required to obtain burn- 
ing permits for cooking fires 
but they must not leave them 
unattended.

LEAD IN THE HEADI 

. iUse a load core -line fftr, 
fly fishing? Sounds crazy, but 
a shooting head of- lead core 
Hue is the a nswe'r to * deep 
water fly fishing. The secret 
lies in a unique-line called' the 
"Mark Five Special,"' a pro- 
duct of B. F. Gladding & Co.; 
Inc., of South Otselic, New 
York, the only load core line 
on the market with 'a hard, 
glossy fly-line finish. 

A 30-foot . shooting head of 
this line In 18 pound test will 
balance the action of the pow- 
erful rod needed for this busi- 
ness. This should be smooth- 
ly spliced to as much 20 to 
30 pound test monofilament 
as is needed for running line. 
Splice a short length of the 
same to the opposite end and 
build up leaders from that. 

Don't false cast. Work the 
head clear of the guides and 
strip monofilament from the 
reel for the shoot. Make a 
single back cast,. beef into It 
with the rod and turn the 
shooting line loose. The lead 
core head will take off with 
the speed of on arrow, carry- 
ing an amazing yardage of 
monofilament behind it "on 
the "shoot;" 

But the real objective is to 
gel the. fly — usually a stream- 
er — down to the fish. The 
lead head quickly docs that, 
permitting you to make close- 
lo-bdt'tom retrieves in really 
deep water. 

Salt water fly fishermen 
have been foremost in taking 
advantage of this boon, but 
the field is wider open to fresh 
water anglers. Laud-locked 
salmon, lakers, trout, bass 
and walleyes usually go deep 
in hot weather.
